: This work is dedicated to the memory of a 
Revolutionary soldier ancestor of mine,John. Davis. It 
seems fitting that this treatise on Revolutionary data 
should be a memorial to my great-great-great grandfather. 
He was one of fourteen men by the name of John Davis who 
fought from Virginia.His pension claim is number S.2155. 
He was born Aug.19,1757 or 583place and parants not stated. 
Resident of Prince William County,Va.,when-he enlisted in 
Spring of 1775;served 3 months as priuzate in Capt.Heath's 
Co.,Col.Levin Powell's Va.Regiment.Immediately re-enlistéd 
as private in same co.and regt.;wagoner under wagon-mastef, 
Jno.Morris;entire service 15 months.Whikte on visit to rela- 
tives in Roane county,N.C.--they are unknown to me--enlisted 
sometime in March,1780,in Capt.Lowman's Co.,Col.Lytle!s N.C. 
Regt. Taken prisoner at Charleston,S.C.,held 8 days,released 
on parole;in short time he enlisted and served one month 
in Capt.Hedrick’s Co.to guard the inhabitants against the 
Tories. Allowed pension executed Aug.10,1832,while living 
in Perry Township ,Pickaway Co.,Ohio. Moved to Buchanan Cc., 
Mo.,in fall of 1843,and died last day of May,1844.Jno.Devorss 
was admr.No record of ux or children in data. 

My research shows that he removed to Mo.with his 
caughter Mary Tavis Deforss,ux of John.Perrin's Bourbon ,Scott, 
etc.of Ky.,page 538,shows that he was a Virginian and had | 
8 daughters and two sons,but I only know names of Mary and 
my great-great grandfather,James Davis.I suspect that John 
Davis married a Henson,but can't prove it.Mary Devorss named 
her first son,Henson Devorss,and James Davis mamed my great- 
grandfather,Abram Henson Davis. 

John's grave was first one marked by DAR of St. 
Joseph and I learned of it a month after the event.James 
came to Bourbon and his ux was Margaret Moore.There is a 
Fulton connection which eludes me in her line.James was in 
War of 1812, 

His son was Abram Henson Davis who married Cath. 
Laughlin.I know nothing of the Laughlin family back of her 
father ,John,who married Patsy Luckey in Bourbon. 

Thos.Isaac Davis wax the son of Abram and Thos. 
married Pauline Campbell.John Fulton Davis was their son 
and was my father.My parents were John F. and Lucy Ann Bailey.

Some years ago the late Mrs.Leonora Higgin- 
botham Sweeny published her interesting and valuable vol- 
ume on Amherst County. She also gave some excerpts from 
what she called "The Lost Order Book". This book of orders 
covers the period from 1773 to 1782. Pages 472 to 500 con- 
tain court records showing various claims presented by 
citizens who had furnished services to Continental troops. 
Mrs.Sweeny gave a complete list of those names and a few 
samples of the data.However,she stated that the cost of 
publishing them was "prohibitive.'She also gave a few of 
the names found in the next order book for 1782-84.After 
I had checked my material against her list of names found 
inthe Lost Book,as she termed it,I then began a check to 
see that I had every name listed by her in the 1782-84 
order book.It was then that I realized that she had given 
only a partial list from that book. 

5 Herein I have arranged the material alphabeti-~ 
cally as it pertains to both books. If the dates-1782-4 
show by a name this will signify that the data is in the 
second order book.If no date appears,this shows that the 
data is found in the Lost Book between pages 472 and 500. 
These lists are very difficult. to search for names are not 
given in order and sometimes two or more claims will be 
shown on different pages.’I have not tried to put down 
"Per certificate" with each item,but this always comes 
just before the date given. I also eliminated the use of 
"Provision " Law as shown when food stuff was furnished. 
The first number refers to the page in the book whereon 
the item is found. Ne attempt has been made to correct 
spelling of words and names such as flower for flour and 
Shanandoah for Shenandoah. Some names appear in both of 
the books. . 

I am also including a few interesting items 
on taxpayers,guardians,etc. for the 1782-84 book.I have 
not put in any data relative to bastardy items or a faw 
other things which might cast reflection upon some des- 
cendant. I have these as a matter of private interest 
to assist me in tracing families,but I see no justifica- 
tion for airing these things in public.

It will be noted that Amherst County was 
quiet during the first years of the Revolution. This is 
due to the fact that the first phases of the conflict 
took place in the northern section of the now United 
States. One sees the activity which was stirred up by 
the versatile General Nathaniel Greene as he studies 
these claims. 

One is better able to appreciate the full 
scope of Amherst's contribution,thougy,by a study of 
the excellent material which the late Mrs.Leonor Higgin- 
botham Sweeny assembled in her work,Amherst County in_ 
The Revolution,With Excerpts from The Lost Order Book. 
This tome will stand as the finest contribution to the 


history of the period. 
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No attempt has been made to give a relative evalu- 
ation of the services rendered by the Spat herein shows 
I am not an authority on pounds and shillings and make no 
defense of my arithmetic. I have simply tried to copy the 
data as I found it. This has been a difficult. task. in some 
respects for the s¢ript handled leaves much to be desired. 
It is just possible that there are many items on 
Revolutionary soldiers yet to be disclosed in a study of 
the order books. I found two declarations today in a book, 
and a check against Mrs.Sweeny's data does not reveal. any 
such names. This brought to mind a conversation with her 
several years before her death dn which she stated that 
she was satisfied that there were many more to be found. 
LC am going to pursue the study to see just what data is 
available; If I find that the presentation of such mater- 
ial will be worthwhile ,I shall issue it. I should like 
to hear from interestea’students of Amherst genealogy to 
take inventory of the response. No one is thereby obligat-
